“That might have been the case,’ shouted 
Guiteau, “in July, but itisn’t the case now. 
Ir you could see some of the letters I have 
been receiving, you would see that a good 
many people think Lam one of the best and 
greatest men in the country.” 

Continuing, Mr. Davidge skillfully, and 
with wonderiul effect, reviewed that portion 


- Of the prisoner's moral character as evidenced 


in his past life. ‘All this time,” said the 
counsel, “‘no one accused him of insanity. 
In the @stimation his friends and tam- 
ily he Wiis sune enough for all 
the transactions ot lite, but when his hand is 
red with blood, and the gutraged law claims 
his life as a sacrifice on te altar of justice, we 
first hear of insanity.” 

Aliuding to Guiteau’s schemes in relation 
to the Inter-Occap, Mr. Davidge said: ‘‘We 
have todeal here simply with the plans of an 
audacious mind, but there is nothing in such 
a scueme to indicate insanity. Itis a fact, | 
understand, that the stock of that paper once 
worth $75,000, is now worth 31,000,000, and it 
may be by putting into successful operations 
the plans first suggested by the prisoner.’’ 

“Yes,"’ shouted Guiteau, “the paper never 
was anything until I put some brains into it, 
and they have been running ever since on my 
brains.” ; 

Summing up this incident Dav- 
idge said it was no indication 
oi insanity, it was simply in keeping with his 
idea that great moving brain, and one central 
figure of the day was that of Charles J. 
Guiteau,’’™ 

“Thank you, Davidge,”’ sarcastically called 
out the prisoner. ‘“‘I’m glad you are begin- 
ning tothink so. A great many other people 
think I’m the greatest man of the day, but I 
don't carea snap what they think. I haven't 
got a bit of egotism.”’ 

Mr. Davidge alluded briefly to the testimony 
of Mrs. Dunmire, the divorced wife of the 
prisoner. The prosecution were debarred 
trem entering those confidences which exist 
between husband and wife. The defense 
could haye done so, but they did not. Mrs. 
Dunmire did not hesitate, said Mr. Davidge, 
to testify emphatically that he was a sane 
man.

Commenting on the testimony of Dr. Spitz- 
ga, Mr. Davidge said that notwithstanding 
some of his remarkable statements, Spitzga 
never denied the prisoner’s legal responsibil- 
ity. Accepting all his evidence, even Spitzga 
brought the prisoner within the reach of law 
and punishment. 

After the recess Mr. Davidge resumed his 
argument with a review and discussion of the 
expert testimony. More than twenty experts 
had been summoned for the defense, many ol 
them men whose names were known in évery 
household. They came here, they watched 
the prisoner, they listened to his 
evidence, and what wasthe result? With 
two exceptions they vanished from before the 
light of the evidence like a cloud before the 
wind, and not one of them couldcome on the 
stand and swear that the man was legally in- 
sane. They meet and compare notes, 
and they could not testify to 
his insanity with the excéption 
of moral insanity. The men, and I regret to 
say it, neither of them would or could admit 
that they believed in God. They vanished 
from before you and were permitted by de- 
fense to withdraw without testifying. In 
answer to the prisoner’s claim of divine in- 
spiration, Mr. Davidge read with impressive 
etfect from the first chapter of the epistle of 
James, 13th to the 15th verses inclusive. 

The prisoner continued interrupting, when 
Mr. Davidge (partially turning to the Judge) 
said, ‘‘let him go on; I will hang him upon 
his own testimony.” R 

This prediction seemed to have no horrors 
for Guiteau, and he continued his interrup- 
tions. | ee 

After disposing of the insanity and inspira- 
tion theories Mr. Davidge continued, ‘*There 
is not an elementin this case that removes 1t

terview of Gen. Joseph ky. Jobnston reflecting 
upon President Davis, has been received. In 
reply I must say that I was greatly surprised 
when | first saw the report of the interview; 
but I tonfess 1 was still more so, when I 
found that General Johnston did not contra- 
dict it with an emphatic denial. If I had sup- 
posed that its insinuations required disproof, 
or that they would not be met by witnesses 
more fully informed than myself, I certainly 
should have promptly published 
such knowledge as I had. But I rested 
secure in the universal confidence’ of 
friend and foe in) President Davis's 
and patriotic self abnegation 
felt might, in the future 
past, GUppose his unswllied re- 
cord against a world of calumny. This un- 
worthy charge has, as I anticipated, called 
forth detailed statements from a multitude of 
persons cognizant of the facts, whose concur- 
rent testimony present an irrefragable record, 
[t has, furthermore, elicited even from parti> 
sans of General Johnston a response which 
evinces that President Davis’s honor is asdear 
to each southern heart as its own. Hence, so 
far from this assault proving a misfortune to 
our honored chief, a complete exposure of 
facts only establishes more fully his noble 
and disinterested character upon the solid 
foundation upon which it will stand for all 
time. The hand which strikes this granite 
pedestal, wounds only itself. 

You ask for facts within my knowledge as 
to the money transactions at the close of the 
war. I have learned a good deal since the 
events, but you could hardly apply to one 
who was more ignorant at the time, or who 
troubled himself léss about the general 
finances or particulardunds. My line of duty 
was ina different direction and occupied all 
my thoughts. I shall, therefure, confine my- 
self to matters within my own knowledye, 
and leave to others what came under their 
observation. 

lf accompanied President Davis, as you cor- 
rectly state, from Richmond till his capture. 
At Greensboro, N. €., I accepted a loan of $100 
in gold, pressed upon me by a friend, as IT had 
only confederate money. I used ghis to pay 
the expense of our inilitary family, as I was 
almost always immediately with President 
Davis. The sum was not quite exhausted 
when we were captured, as our incidental ex- 
penses were smali. Having been an inmate of 
President Dayis’s house, as well as a member 
of his military family, 1 know that during 
the four years of the war, his pecuniary inter- 
ests and personal fortune were entirely neg- 
lected by him, and that he came out of 
War & poor man. 

Very full statements have been made by 
others about what occurred at Abbeville, the 
Savanna river and Washington, Ga. I did 
not attend the council of officers at Abbe- 
Ville. I knew that there was a military chest 
with a considerable sum in coin and bullion. 
NLatso knew that $20 or $50 were distributed 
to each soldier. I was told by some one at 
Washington to draw that amount, but was 
too much engaged to do so. 

After leaving Washington. when President 
Davis determined to part company with the 
wagon train, Major Van Benthuysen, who had 
charge of it, handéd me $1,200 to transport 
and took my receipt forit. I regarded it asa 
trust to be empioyed, if necessary, in getting 
our party to the trans-Mississippi department. 
I am of the opinion that 
our party received from Major 
Van Benthuysen some $5,000 or $6,000, 
but am not fully adyised. The full sum of 
31,200 was taken from my holsters by men of 
the Second Michigan regiment when I was 
captured. [ am quite sure that President 
Davis could not have carried much money 
about him. as he handed me his derringer 
to carry, being too feeble toendureits weight. 

But there is no reality, no ground for argu- 
ment with any man who impugns the per- 
sonal integrity of Jetlerson Davis. Lhe 
charge recoils upon the author. For twenty 
years President Davis has breusted a storm of 
obloguy and calumny from every quarter. 
Yet, to-day, he stands unscathed the repre- 
sentative man of the most glorious epoch of 
southern history, so that in all our part of 
the union it is hard to find a man who has 
done his duty by his country who would not 
prefer a word of approval from his lips toa 
crown of gold from the hand of the best of 
his detractors. 

Of course, no word from me can add any- 
thing to the lustre of President Davis’s repu- 
tation in the eyes of those whose good opinion 
we chietly value. But, as lam putting my- 
self on record, I must permit myself to say 
that having stood so near him for four years 
that no veil to his character was possible, even 
if he had wished it; » has left upon my 
mind an ineffaceable \mage of Knightly 
purity.of public réetitude, of undeviating 
,patriotism, and of moral grandeur which | 
shall forever cherish as a consolation in ad- 
versity and defeat, and as a standard and 
ideal for myself and my countrymen.

RUSSIA.

Is is stated that the authorities have liber- 
rated’on bail the officers Mrovinski, Tjeagleff 
and Fursoil, recently sentenced to exile for 
neglect in failing to discover the Little Garden 
street mine, pending the result of their appeal 
to the ezar. The sentence of exile passed up- 
on the hussar officer convicted of killing a 
merchant in a restaurant has been com- 
muted tu sixteen mOnths’ confineyaent in a 
fortress. 

A dispatch tothe London News from St. 
Petersburg says that the resignation of Gen- 
eral Tcherevine as assistant secretary of the 
interior is corsidered favorabie to the con- 
tinuance of General Ignatieil in power as 
minister of theinterior. The Novoe Vremya 
of St. Petersburg, announces thatthe Merv- 
Tekke mission to Geok-Tepe has returned to 
Merv, owing to the failure of the negotiations 
with Russia. Another deputation, with 
larger powers, is being organized. 

THE EGYPTIAN QUESTION, 

Lonpon, January 15.—[{Special.]—A Berlin 
correspondent of the Times says that the col- 
lective note of France and England to the 
khedive of Egypt is viewed by the foreign of- 
fice here as a grave diplomatic mistake, 
which England will rue sooner or later. 

bernLin, January 13.— [Special.]—There 
has been an active exchange of dispatches 
during the last few days between the German 
and Austrian cabinets with reference to the 
Anglo-French note to Egypt. It is stated 
that Austria regards the understanding be- 
tween France and England in this matter asa 
disturbance of European concert. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, aeons 13.—[Special.}— 
The porte has addressed a note to the powers, 
declaring that foreign governments have no 
right of intervention in Egypt, and demand- 
ing an explanation of the Anglo-French note. 

GERMANY, 

Beruin, January 13.—[{Special.J—The mo- 
tion of Herr Windthorst abrogating the law 
forbidding the exercise of ecclesiastical func- 
tions without government authorization was 
read the second time in the reichstag yecter- 
day. By a vote of 235 to 115 three orders of 
the day introduced by imperialists, conserva- 
tives and national liberals were rejected. 

The Berlin correspondent of the Times 
says: In spite of statements to the contrary 
it is believed that the Crown Prince Frede- 
rick William was only apprised of the empe- 
ror’s rescript by its appearance in the official 
pyazette. 

At the instance of the Prussian ministry 
Bismarck has resolved not to submi the 
rescript to the reichstag. 

SPAIN.

Q—Have you any late news regarding the 
spread of small-pox? A—We receive reports 
every day. The disease is spreading. 

(J—Is it confined to any locality? 
It is quite bad in many sections. 

(J—Do you attribute the outbreak in the 
west to immigration? A. There is no doubt 
but that it was originally imported. The 
countries from which persons emigrate to 
Aierica are almost without exception in- 
fected with the disease. 

Q—Rumors have been received from the 
West to-day that the disease is increasing to 
an alarming extent. Have you any such ad- 
> A—It has increased more rapidly in

the west recently than elsewhere, but the ag- 
gregate number of deaths for the yeargis no 
vreater than in eastern cities. 

(¥-What has been the number of deaths in 
the principal cities? A--We are preparing a 
statement now. which will appear in the next 
bulletin, showing the total number of deaths 
which have been reported to us from each 
city during the year 1881 and up to the pres- 
ent time. As nearly as I can remember, Phil- 
adelphia heads the list with between twelve 
and fourteen hundred deaths. The disease 
has prevailed there continually during the 
past year. The number of deaths reported 
trom Chicago will not exceed eight or nine 
hundred, I think, and those from New York 
will probably aggregate about six or seven 
hundred. These figures, of course, do not 
cover the entire mortality, as there are num- 
bers of deaths which are not reported to us. 

(J—Have there been any cases in Washing- 
ton? A—A few of a mild character. : 

Q¥--Do you anticipate an epidemic here? 
A—No; we can stamp it out here in thirty 
days should it threaten to become epidemic. 

(\X—How? A—By the appvintment of in- 
spectors and insisting upon the isolation of 
each case.

ARFEANSAS'’S ACCOUNTS. 


Growing Unpleasantness Between the Investigators 
° and Governor's Frienda. 

LitTLeE Rock, January 13.—The Churchill 
investigation matter is rapidly developing 
into a personal warfare between the friends of 


Governor Churchill and the members of the 


investigating committee. For some time past 
the press of the state has been assailing the 
committee, Senators Boyd, Judkins and 
Mitchell, charging them with delaying the 
investigation with the object of drawing 36 
perday from the state for their services. 
Whether true or false, the fact remains that 
the committee has been in almost continuous 
session nearly nine months holding sessions 
of from four to six hours per day.

BY THE RESPITING HAND OF THE 
GOVERNOR. 


The Sentence of Death Hanging Over Jesse Barber, 
a South Carolina Negro, for Murder—The 
Preparation for Its Bx:cution Stayed 
by Governor Hagood’s Clemency. 


Cotumpra, 8. C., January 13.—[Special.]— 
Jesse Barber, who was sentenced to be 
hanged at Winnsboro to-day, has been re- 
spited for thirty days by Governor Hagood. 
The slayer and victim were colored 
men, who worked on the plantation of 
Governor Jeter, a few miles from Winnsboro. 
The circumstances of the killing were not 
very cleariy brought out, and there is still 
some mystery surrounding the case. The 
cause of the killing was not satisfactorily ex- 
plained by any of the witnesses, but there is 
no doubt that a woman. named Eden MeCol- 
lough, was at the bottom of the affair. The

A HISTORY OF AN UNHAPPY LIFF, AND ITS BAD 
ENDING ‘ 
New Orleans Times-Democrat. 

The trial of Marion F. Coppedge, alias 
Francis Marion Coppedge, alias Cozart, alias 
Three-fingered Jack, charged with the murder 
of his wife, Was resumed yesterday in the 
first recorder’s court before Judge Davey. 

James C. Walker, attorney for the commit- 
tee of safety, represented the state, while 
Frank Herbert, Judge W. L. Evans and R. 
W. Knickerbocker defended the accused. 

The first witness placed on the stand was 
Lawyer Alfred E. Billings, who testified that 
he witnessed a will, drawn up by Frank Her- 
bert, notary public, for Mary Elizabeth Cozart 
in favor of her husband, Francis Marion Cop- 
pedge. 

A will was then shown to witness and he 
identified it asthe one he had signed. He 
identified Coppedge as the man who was 
present after the signingof the will. The will 

was then read, and was as follows: 

First—I hereby bequeath to my husband, Francis 
Marion Coppedge, my interest in the Cozart estate, 
in Fort Worth, Texas, now in litigation. 

Second—All real estate in this state and all other 
states. , 

Third—My diamond ring, stones, diamond pin 
and ear-rings, and ali other jewelr?, 

Fourth—All my household furnituae. 

Fifth—I bequeath to Francis Marion Coppedge my 
life insurance policy in the Stonewall insurance 
company of Mobile, for $5,000, now in the name of 
Mary E. Corart. 

Sixth—All my wearing apparel. 

The will, which was duly signed and wit- 
nessed, was made part of the evidence. 

Other witnesses were placed on the stand, 
and they corroborated the testimony of pre- 
vious witnesses. 

Henry Scheffer, the tailor who occupied the 
lower flopr of the house, 169 Dryades street, 
where the tragedy occurred, after corrobora- 
ting the evidence ot Mrs. Weibel, stated that 
while the unfortunate woman was dying, 
Coppedge knelt down beside her, and, taking 
a knife from his pocket, cut open her dress 
and took from her pocket a red pocket-book. 


< Hecounted the money while leaning over 


her dying remains, and after placing it in the 
pocket-book left the room. 

Thecourtsent the accused to the eriminal dis- 
trict court on the charge of murder, there to 
be tried by a jury. His bail was fixed at 
$5,000, but as he could not furnish it he was 
remanded to the parish prison. 

One remarkable feature in the trial was the 
number of names or aliases of the accused. 
When he first came to the city he gave his 
name as Cozart. On the night on which his 
wife was kilied he told the police officer his 
name was Marion Francis Coppedge and was 
arrested under that name. 

When the will was produced it was signed, 
“Francis Marion Coppedge.” 

The following, clipped from the Jackson 
Tribune and Sun, gives the history of the 
victim of this tragedy: 

Many of our Jackson readers will remember Miss 
Mary Cozart. She was the daughter of a most esti- 
mable widowed lady of this city, who died many 
years ago. She has relatives still living in Jackson 
and in other parts of Tennessee. While yet in the 
bloom of youth she married a Mr. Fitzgerald, in 
thiscity. It was an unhappy match, and soon 
ended in separation and divorce. The unhappy 
wife shortly after this sad oe oe tae in youthful 
love, went to Mobile, where she is supposed to have 
married a Mr. John DePauw. For many years this 
alliance seemed to be a happy one. But in 1880 
trouble came, and a separation occurred. As the 
story goes, Mrs. DePauw, nee Miss Cozsrt, went 
north, and in July, 1880, married one Cop- 
pedge, in Hannibal, Missouri. The next heard of 
them was in Austin, Texas, where a little boy was 
adopted by the childless woman, from an asylum. 
The next known about her was in New Orleans, 
where she and her husband had elegant rooms in a 
boarding house. Now comes the final tragedy of an 
unhappy life. She was shot and killed in her room 
in New Orleans ijast week. The husband and 
adopted child were all that witnessed the shooting 
and death. All the facts and circumstances point 

o Coppedge as the murderer. 

Itis asad story. The murdered woman's life was 
full of disappointments, of harsh treatment and of 
bitter sorrow. That she was faultless we will not 
undertake to say, but her sad life illustrates the 
misery which a false step in early life almost inva- 
riably brings. She dieda death which, in one way 
or another, most women die who cut loose from 
home and friends and the sweet restraints of the 
accepted laws of society, and embark on the tem- 
pestuous sea of adventure. ‘ 

We cannot close this tragic (and God knows how 
sadly we have written it) story without adding that 
all the relatives of the unhappy woman, whose 
history and death are briefly given, are most respec- 

able and worthy.

The road 
is now completed from Palatka, Florida, .to 
Gainesville, and south from that int to 
Ocala, with a large force now at work from 
Ocala south to Leesburg and Tam That 
portion of the road from Gainesville to the 
Georgia line is now under. construc- 
tion with a heavy force at work. Col- 
onel Gruelle informed us that when 
he reached Macon he would make a very 
favorable report to his company in Boston in 
regard to building the Georgia portion of the 
road, when an organization for that purpose 
would be immediately made and work com- 
menced at once under the general railroad 
law passed by the late legislature of our state. 
The country in Georgia through which this 
road proposes to pass is second to no section 
of the state, the several counties being rich 
and productive for agricultural purposes, be- 
sides, containing large quantities of the finest 
pine timber to be found anywhere. The pat- 
ronage the road would control absolutely 
would be immense, transporation for several 
hundred thousand bales of cotton being one 
of the certainties, to say nothing of the vast 
amounts of other agricultural products, farm- 
ing supplies, machinery and merchandise. 
The road proposes to enter Georgia in 
Lowndes county, and passing through that, 
on.through Berrien, Irwin, a portion § of 
Worth, Dooly, Houston, (taking in Perry) 
and Bibb to Macon.Our people are unanimous 
in their desire for this road,and with the posi- 
tive assert.ons made by the general superin- 
tendent of the road, itmay be set down as 
almost acertainty.” There is nothing in the 
way of this road, notwithstanding the fact 
that there is acharter for almost. the same 
route already granted another company. The 
general railroad law of Georgia ince any 
company to build railroads’ in Georgia 
Without a special charter, after complying 
with the specifications of the law. We will 
doubtless hear further from this project in 
the near future, and such news will be 
promptly given our readers, 


A SERIOUS INJURY.

Dr. Tucker was 
immediately summoned and upon examina- 
tion found that the entire lead, which was of 
bird-shot, had passed through the arm. The 
unfortupate young man was doing well at last 
accounts. 

A GOO® MOVEMENT.

Some of the more thoughtful and intelli- 
gent colored citizens have been consulting 
with each other, and with their white friends 
as to the best mode of checking the spirit of 
lawlessness and murder that seems to have 
got possession of several of their race. Six 
murders were perpetrated last year by black 
men upon black men in this county, only two 
of whom have as yet been arrested. ‘This 
supineness of the  ofticers of the 
law in arresting offenders and the numerous 

yrretext resorted to by many attorneys to de- 
lay and thwart legal action is virtually en- 
couraging bloodshed and murder. It is also 
this tardy action or non action of the law 
that is the fruitful source of the many horri- 
ble Iynchings that are occurring so frequently 
in the north and south. There is no such 
conservator of the public morals and of the 
peace and good order of soviety as a stringent 
and impartial enforcemont of the laws. All 
good citizens will, therefore, heartily indorse 
the action of the worthy ordinary in offering 
a reward for the arrests of the murderers now 
at large. 

AN OLD MAN’S NUPTIALS. f

We are informed by Dr. J. K. Malloy, of 
Telfair, of the marriage of his grandfather, 
the reverend and venerable James William- 
son, on the 3d instant, to Mrs. Polly Burn- 
ham, of Dodge county. ‘“‘Uncle Jimmie,” as 
our citizens familiarly call Mr. Williamson, 
was bereaved of his aged companion some 
three or four months ago, they hav- 
ing made the journey of life together 
for fifty-two  vears.

DEATH OF DOCTOR SAPP, 
Eastman Times.

He was 
in his 59th year—had been one of the justices 
of the inferior court of Pulaski for a number 
of years in ante bellum’ days, = and 
had held other offices of honor = and 
trust in that county. When the coun- 
ty of Dodge was organized, it took his home 
within its limits, and he had the distinguish- 
ed honor of being the first representative of 
the new county, with all the rights and privi- 
leges assuchin the general Assembly. He 
was also one of the delegates from this (the 
14th) senatorial district to the constitutional 
convention in *77, and at the time of his 
death was one of the jury commisssioners of 
this county. 

A DUBLIN FAILURE.

Holmes was 
never arrested, as his conduct was considered 
justifiable.

WHAT HE THINKS OF THE GREAT 
ASSASSIN. 


The Discussion of the Prisoner’s Insanity—A Sane 
Man of Very Low Cunning—Sketches of Sena- 
tors Brown, Hilland Other Noted Mem- 
pers of the United States Scuate. 


Wasuincton, D. C., January 11.—[Special 
dispatch to the Cincinnati Enquirer.]—The 
question asked by thousands during the 
past week is whether Guiteau is insane. 
Having described him as he appears in the 
eéurt room to you on two occasions, I took ad- 
vantage of the court not being held to- 
day to go to his jailand look at him in his 
cell. To my astonishment, as soon as I went 
into the cell he addressed me by name. 

“Did you ever see me before?” I asked. 

“Yes,’’ he replied, ‘I used to see you in the 
Fifth avenue hotel during the presidential 
campaign.’ 

That was true, for I went in there half an 
hour almost every night. 

“Did you ever speak to me?’ I asked. 

“No; I was never acquainted with you; 
but hada great mind to go up one night and 
cive you a Copy of my speeech,”’ 

He said he was now writing his speech to 
be delivered tothe jury, and he thought he 
would get it off mext Tuesday. “I find it 
pretty laborious work,”’ he said. 

He exhibited a general acquaintance with 
my occupation, and said he would be glad to 
give Ine an extended talk. Reed, his Chicago 
lawver, came in, however, a few minutes after 
tl entered the cell, and I cared very little 
about Guiteau’s talk ex ‘ept to test his res pon- 
sibility by it. He has nothing more to com- 
municate worth noting down; but his mental 
condition is already a subject of cavil and 
dispute among all kinds of people. I will 
give some instances of this: 

The wife of District Attorney Corkhill said 
at the beginning of the trial she thought the 
man Was insane, and it would be a shame to 
hang him. The wife of your mayor thinks he 
isacrazy man. Senator Kellogg said a few 
nights ago, Governor Warmouth and myself 
being present: “I have been in the court 
room, watching and hearing that fellow Gui- 
teau; and, while he is quick and smart, I am 
satisfied he is insane. His eye is wild, and 
his whole appearance and manner those of a

person whose mind is unbalanced. 
the jury, under,the pressure of public opin- 
ion, Will convict him, and he will be hanged; 
yet I think in a year from now it will bea 
subject of regret, It will be 
poor homage to pay to the 
memory of Garfield that one of his fellow 
countrymen in pertectly sound mind cut him 
+, s | 

down. Why should not the people and the 
court, if there is good reason enough, pro- 
nounce it the act of an insane man? it would 
be a betier testimonial to poor Garfield's life. 
As tar as these so-called insanity experts are 
concerned,” said Kellogg, ‘they would make 
an affidavit that you were insane if your wife 
would want yéu locked up, or would swear 
your wife or mine insane at any time.”’ 

Governor Warmouth said he theught the 
man ought to be pronounced insane, and 
treated as an insane prisoner for life, and that 
these well-paid insanity experts were a species 
of chouls. 

At my dinner table, after I came home 

oto t . . 
from the jail to-day, I heard the following 
conversation. One youffg man said to the 
other: ‘There goes that spy, who has been 
hired to come down here and get into Guit- 
~au’s confidence for the purpose of proving 
him sane,’’ pointing to a doctor in insanity. 
He added: “That man is crazy asa bed-bug; 
but these paid spies are trying to make him 
out sane.” 

1 may add that cards have been put in the 
local newspapers here taking the prisoner's 
part, and saying it would be «2 shame to hang 
an insane man, while Dr. Hammond, in New 
York, who tought all the doctors on Presi- 
dent Garfield’s treatment, has gone into a 
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court. Iwill take up this topic again in my 
next. 
SENATORIAL SKETCHES. 


A few pictures made in the United Mates 
senate to-day will conclude this dispatch. 
First, the Georgia sehators. Joe Brown, with 
his big broom of a\warm goat-white beard, 
white eyebrows, huge bald brain, and face 
shaved down to this bag of beard, looks as he 
reads a bill through his spectacies to be some 
Mormon Moses with the proof-sheets of 
the Pentecost. He sits Reed acrarety ancient, 
absorbed, lifting one boot now and then in 
sympathy with the matter. If he has not 
been apresiding elder, camp meetings have 
lost their flower. His lips are thick and in- 
expressive, and a metallig shine is in his eye. 
This Moses never condemned the golden calf 
without getting ahaunch of it. He has to 
raise his nose nearly to the horizontal to see 
anything under those spectacles. His side 
locks of brown und gray come down to the 
line of his spectacles, An idea arises as one 
looks at him, that the Puritan type of face, as 
it was once seen early in New Engtand, is now 
contined only LO Georgia. 

Thismanis yet a grave old fox of sixty 
years—such a fox as would have run Sam- 
son's fire-brand into the nearest well, and 
trusted to coming up in the well bucket. He 
is also the nearest type of Calhoun left here— 
notin ideas, butin frame and breeding—a 
native of South Carolina, educated at Cal- 
houn’s academy, and an early school-teacher. 
Preachers’ sons and school teachers are the 
basis of the learned professions of the past 
venerations of America. A little while at 
Yale college law school completed brown's 
observation of the north, and he has never 
been deceived about the y itality of New king- 
land institutions, which, he said to the Geor- 
gia legislature when elected to his present 
scut, had Lo be recognized us Ol 
the whole the congue ring ideas in the Ameri- 
can government, Brown beat him who sits 
by lis side, both Georgia lawyers, twenty-five 
Vears ago, lor povernor. llere they are, still 
abreast of one another—all principle, Hill, 
all Brown, attorney. As they sit toward each 
other lovingly, brown puts his palins between 
his legs and slowly and deliberately turns his 
chairon its pivot. Hill, better dressed and 
hore nervous, cocks up his legrs and throws 
himself back and watches the young woman 
inthe gallery. Both are attentive men to leg- 
islation while tl ey sit here. 

Brown's chiet title to fame, far more than 
his million of dollars, is his part under the 
confederate government, Which gives him 
rank with Andrew Johnson and Sam Hous- 
ton, though he was not as frank as they. He 
had helped put secession on foot. His busi- 
ness eye and love of money made him see 
that it wasa failure almost as soon as it was 
begun. So he proposed to sow the seed of dis- 
affection to it—a pretty clear iilustration of 
Brown's methods in polities. After he went 
in for reconstruction and Grant, he worked 
out of it by showing that they were not 
doing right. The rebellion was such a com- 
plete failure, in spite of the heroism of the 
southern people, that Brown gets involun- 
tury credit for hard sense, though without 
any of the admiration that attends a man 
like Parson Brownlow, for example, whose 
resistance never was dissémbled. Joe Brown 
and Jeil Davis are still strong contrasts. Here 
is brown, a factor in life, and government, 
giving variety to the senate and uw personality 
of civilization. Yonderis Davis—not dead, 
vet—sour, vindicating failure in long winded 
treatises, and deceiving the Imagination of 
sinall boys, while Brown has been an in- 
vigorating spirit in all Georgia, and is at th s 
moment the broadest business head on the 
democratic side. lie is the most successful 
public man in the south, and is drawing the 
attention of the rising veneration there to the 
power of judgment over emotionalism,and of 
cheerfulhess and practicubility over intensity 
and excitem: nt. 

Ben Hill is two years younger than Brown, 
better educated, more showy, and a superti- 
cial success every since he came out ot col- 
lege, thirty-seven years ago. He has been 
thirty years in politics, yet often defeated; 
and when finally he reached the rebel senate 
it made him so happy that he never in- 
trigned or protested. Hill is a brilliant attor- 
ney, anda performer whose vanity is compen- 
sated by political honors. He is a smoother 
and more worldly man than Colfax, whom 
he resembles in countenance, yet with re- 
spectable acquirements and fair polish. 

Look at Thomas F. Bayard making a speech 
with the greatest labor without the least ne- 
cessity for it. A’ weak throat, aided bya 
painful sense of human depravity wherever 
he looks, makes him sav: ‘‘Let us eat beans 
with decency” in a manner to make the beans 
themselves lose their normal wind and conti- 
dence. -In private hecanlaugh. In a’speech 
he railsand mourns. Hissentences are never 
elegant, but crude and laboriously off-hand, 
and he emphasizes e¥ery third or fourth word 
as if chronic irritability, the result of bron-

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torney’s face to-day a look less bright than he 
wore a week ago, when he was sare of con- 
viction. The great body of people, however, 
believe Guiteau to be responsible and wicked, 
and believe he will be found guilty. Ido 
not see any reason to think otherwtse, uniess 
the judge’s charge is of the same stupefying, 
soft nature and constituency that he has 
heretofore given. Maryland lawyers make 
inferior judges, having had so little worldly 
concern that they are emasculated by the 
grip of big events and wid? publicity. 
I will now give my own latest view of Gui- 
teau, dcr ved trom to-day’s observation. He 
is an uncontrite, insensible, commonplace 
man, as sane as any egotistin the country. Jn 
the jail his high-pitched voice and excited 
manner, and even his restless sparkle of the 
eyes, areno longer noticed; and he has the 
quiet, persuasive voice and natural smile of 
any fellow you might see in the plainer walks 
of life—as at your butcher's or grocer’s. Be- 
ing now shaved, you have the whole of his 
face to inspect; and it has been exaggerated 
both in Mills’ bust and in the illustrated pa- 
pers. His jaw and chin are there made too 
prominent, and give him the suggestion of a 


prize-fighter. His chin is rather small, though | 


on a flattish model. His face has its most 
brutal expression in the upper parts—as the 
square, thick nose and cheek breadth, and 
cold, shifting eyes, self-loving and somewhat 
glasssy. No inner excitement lights up his 
faceunduly. Itseems brutalized by exposure, 
extremity and fa.se relations to things like 
a thief’s who was always pilfering and 
never got any plunder. Hisskin is not clear, 
but blotched, and has red places on the fore- 
head. The lines of the countenance, which- 
ever way you look atit, are brutal, and the 
repose which follows perseverance and con- 
tent has long tled bis face, leaving: the sem- 
blance of a sneak-thief who will roar if pur- 
sued and caught. 

I observed that his hand, as he closed it in 
mine, was thick, clumsy and broad, and of a 
moist feeling. He was dressed in an old suit 
of black trousers, shirt, jacket and red flannel 
undershirt, for which he apologized, saying 
he had his bad clothes to write his speechfin. 
He is slim, wiry and muscular, though small 
in the body and legs, weighing 145 pounds. 
All the pictures of him exaggerate his hide- 
ousness. The restless eyes at once would 
make you think of him a second time lf you 
spent an hour alone with him ina room not 
knowing what he was. Yet in the court- 
room, seated among many hundred persons, 
Guiteau’s way of taking things humorously 
does give him an exaggerated appearance; and 
this is why several people leave the court say- 
ing he must be crazy. His temperament is 
sanguine, and his whole attention is given 1r- 
ritably to the trial. The court’s indulgence 
has had a tendency to excite rather than com- 
pose his nerves and eyes, I recalled the trial 
of Judge George Barnard, whose yanity and 
unrestrained power while on the bench in 
Tweed’s time made him, while under articles 


of impeachment, scowl, flash his eyes, and | 


even threaten the witnesses, lawyers and high 


bility and conviction of inferiority. He is the 
haranzuer of the body, generally right, but 
not able to perceive that other senators can 
be so. His speeches read well, and sound like 
the head of the family crying: ‘‘These 
millinery bills willruin us. I keep a tellin’ 
of ye that ye are a breakin’ of my back.”’ 

Old Mr. Saulsbury, Bayard’s colleague, 64 
years ago, Who is serving his second term, sits 
back by Ed. Martin, the Delaware representa- 
tive, to hear the speech from a sofa. He is 
about three yards Jong, and holds his legs up 
like a jack-knife, and looks to be growing old 
from having listened to so many years of 
Bayard’s lecture on political business and 
universal depravity. As Richelieu sent his 
Joseph to tlog himself tor Richelieu missing 
his prayers, Saulsbury seems to go to the 
whipping-post whenever Bayard whines, 
Saulsbury fell over his two brothers, who 
were in a tussle for the senate ten. years ago, 
and was precipitated into Esau’s pot of soup. 
But he isa man of plain behavior, a readable 
partisan, and a good neighbor. 

George Pendleton listens to Bayard with 
the punctilious respect of one candidate for 
the presidency who owed a public duty to 
listen to another one. Ile is a little like a 
young woman of this district, who had it un- 
derstood that she was engaged toanabsent at- 
tache of the French legation. She hid her- 
self within the house many months, as if she 
was keeping all these treasures for the bride- 
groom; but, alarmed at the threatened speedy 
return of the unconscwWus attache, she ac- 
cepted a clerk in one of the departments. So 
itis well notto be too coy about the presi- 
dencv before it comes home to one. 

What tones do [ hear, like the drome of a 
Scotch bagpipe before a street miiscum, rat- 
tling off with terrific volubility a speech trom 
manuscript? It is Senator Beck—his hair 
curled to his head close as the steel spring ot 
a wound-up watch, and his spectacles runout 
for action. He reads and roars and warbles 
and rambles, and swings his big forefinger 
and bends his body, and, in the midst 
of a fierce excoriation, turns his manu- 
script sidewise and reads along the edges. 
His face and large neck grow redder as he 
draws bis arms up and down, and rattles oft 
with strong inflection sentences, full of meat, 
which he accentuates in the middle and 
chops off at both ends. We know It ls some- 
thing out of Adam Smith, for no Scotchman 
leaves home without his statistics. Yet Mr. 
Beck can say more of strength and sense ina 
given time than any three senators on that 
side. It looks a little absurd, however, to see 
aman taking up time reading a manuscript 
he might as well send up to the clerk to read 
or print in the newspapers. GATH.

SAVINGS BANKS. 
The Springfield Republican in discussing 
Dr. Haygood’s appeal for the introduction 
of the postal savings bank conclusively shows 
that such a bank would not meet the wants 
of the west and south. In the first place the 
government would not pay over two per cent 
in interest pn the money deposited, although 
at the place of deposit money might be worth 
ten percenta year. Butthe chief objection 
to the proposed national system consists in 
the fact that it would operate to make money 
scarcer‘and dearer where it is already scarce 
and dear. The accumulations at each post- 
office, instead of contributing to local prds- 
perity, would be immediately remitted to 
Washington to be invested in three per cents, 
and the places that need money would receive 
The govern- 
mentis already burdened with care of 
the chief banking interests of the country, and 
if anational savings bank system isto be added 


only the petty annual interest. 
the 


the financial power ofthe general govern- 
ment would be immense and all-powerful, 
whether for good or eyil. 

The only thing that really commends a pos- 
tal savings bank is its safety, but a local system 
can be devised, as the Republican shows, that 
involves very little risk of failures. Undoubt- 
edly Massachusetts has the best general say- 
ings-bank law in the union. It is not a Mass- 
achusetts product; it is simply the result of 
experience in many states and countries. Un- 
der thislaw Massachusetts has 165 savings 
banks with $230,000,000 on deposit, and 783,- 
No depositor lost a dollar in 
the hard times that followed the panic of 
1873. The Republican thus describes a 
Massachusetts savings bank: ‘‘The constituent 
‘body of every savings bank in Massachusetts 
‘‘are its corporators, named in the original 
“charter, and their successors. These elect 
‘trustees, Who are the governing body, and 
‘‘who elect president and treasurer, the last 
‘an officer with an adequate salary under 
No capital is paid in, no div- 


OOO dep sitors. 


‘heavy bonds. 
‘“‘idends are paid on stock—there is no stock. 
“The trustees being the most reliable and 
“conservative in the commu- 
“nity, manage the bank for the depositors, 


business men 
‘in consideration of its important influence 
‘upon the welfare of the entire community, 
‘the thrift and prosperity of all its members, 
“and the growth of the commonwealth.” 
Such a savings bank is a charitable institu- 
tion so far as its management is concerned, 
and a co-operative or mutual benefit associa- 
tion inthe matter of profits. The money of the 
depositors is loaned in the town where it was 
earned—not to commercial people or specula- 
tors, or all-cotton planters, but in smatl sums 
to people who want to build homes, or buy 
small farms, or possibly to begin at the foot 
of the ladder in manufacturing. The use of 
the money by the borrower is of course secon- 
dary to the nature of the security he offers. 
That of course must be equivalent to a first 
mortgage in Massachusetts—in Georgia a 
transfer of title would probably be required. 
The Republican shows in a few words how 
such a plan operates: ‘‘The laborer learns to 
“save and the small proprietor is assured of 
“the presence in the community of an 
“abundance of loanable funds at 
a low rate of interest. “This 
process goes on  in_- geometrically — in- 
‘creasing ratio. Deposits come in faster and 
“faster, depositors accumulate a while and 
‘then buy farms or little homes in the cities, 
“and turn into borrowers. The wealth stays 
“in the community and prospers the commu- 
‘nity on every hand. Women deposit, ac- 
‘quire property and have their own property 
“rights. Thesavings bank becomes the great 
“local exchange of the community.” 

Georgia needs such institutions fully as 
much as she needs better public schools. One, 
in fact, is complementary tothe other, and 
both are essential to a condition of prosperity. 
The next general assembly should give us a 
general law on the subject of savings banks, 
and congress. will do well to keep clear of any 
system that would drain from the south and 
west a portion of the lamentably small stock 
of surplus earnings. 


DR. FELTON AND THE DEMOCRACY. 

We observe with regret a tendency on the 
part of a few of our esteemed contemporaries 
to allude to Dr. Felton asa ‘‘traitor,’”’ and all 
that sort of thing. This, if we may be _ per- 
mitted to enter a mild nonsense. 
Such epithets and expressions are relics. 
They fita period of necessarily intense parti- 
sanship which belongsirrevocably to the past. 
Dr. Felton has the same right to be an inde- 
pendent, an independent democrat, a coali- 
tionist or arepublican even, that any other 
citizen has to beademocrat. Happily,repub- 
licanism in tho south no longer embodies an 
attack upon the social organism of the whites. 
Its programme of corruption, of fraud, and of 
public indecency isstill a living andan active 
issue; but its attempt at sectional degradation 
had the life crushed and beaten out of it by 
the attitude of thesouthern people. The col- 
or line, having no substantial foundation to 
rest upon, has no longer an existence in our 
local and state politics—and this fact is keen- 
ly felt ahd iecognized by the colored people 
themselves. 

Whatever shape Dr. Felton’s movement 
may take, therefore, it is clearly absurd to go 
athim witha handful ef partisan epithets 
that have no material bearing upon his posi- 
tion. After all is said, the business of poli- 
tics amounts to this: To insure good govern- 
ment and to secure the offices; perhaps we 
should say, to secure the offices and insure 
good government; butif there is any confu- 
sion here, certainly we are not to be held re- 
sponsible therefor. If there were no offices to se- 
cure there would be no politics,and right here 
the bubble in the spirit-level comes to a dead 
halt over all the parties that have ever ex- 
isted since the formation of the government.

healthy politics is precisely what the demo- 
cratic party is interested in advocating and 
securing. Whether Dr. Felton’s motives are 
selfish or unselfish is not a question for con- 
troversy to decide, and whatever direction 
suspicion may take, we must accord to him 
the right, as an individual, to think for him- 
self, and to impress his views upon others. 

Those who can see an element of danger in 
the proposed coalition, of which Dr. Felton is 
said to be the-head, have keener eyes than 
ours. We should be willing to refer the whole 
matter to the people to-morrow without fur- 
ther discussion, so certain are we that the 
gentlemen engaged in the new party move- 
ment have misconceived and misinterpreted 
the driftof public opinion and sentiment. 

jut as this is not to be, it is not difficult to 
perceive that the democratic party of Georgia 
will make these premon.tory symptoms the 
excuse for still further steps in the direction 
of liberalism and*progress, so that no class of 
citizens shall have the shadow of an excuse 
for seeking new or alien affiliations, or for 
stirring up Opposition to an organization that 
has the honor and progress of the state and 
the liberty and prosperity of the humblest 
voter at heart. As the new movement will 
undoubtedly draw attention to these things, 
we are disposed to regard the outgivings of 
Dr. Felton and his friends as rather fortunate 
than otherwise.

ON THE TRAIN, January 11, 1882 —[Special cor- 
respondence.|—I'm afraid there is a barbaric im- 
pulse inthe gentlest of human kind. 

Else why is it that staid and respectable folks 
leave comfortable homes and hearthstones about 
which all the felicities are clustered, and brave the 
discomforts of the swamps or the wilderness merely 
forfun.

Here we are off for a Florida trip—a party of peo 
ple reasonably well housed at home—off for the ul- 
timate American tropics—journeying towards 
sWamps where the mosquitojnever dies and the 
allizator bellows to his echo. The ladies are inspiwed 
with certain idyllic dreams of wandering arm-in- 
arm with their husbands through green groves, 
or shaking pineapples from burdened shrubs and 
plucking oranges from wi:ling boughs, while the 
sunshine falls on a’'turf of violcts, and the balm of 
the banana hangsin theair. The men are cheered 
with wre prospectof ducks that circle in swanns 
dant boats, setin a field of lily pods, un- 
rT trout wait open-mouthed for flies, or 
fields brown with stubble and dotted with 
petrified toa point. 

Nothing further need be said of the ladies than 
to remark that palm trees are already lifted above 
their horizon and the bloom of the magnolia already 
softens the skies that lie beyond. But I cannot 
forbear noting the fine vigor with which the sports- 
men are preparing for their work. I should be 
an unfaithful scribe if I failed to depict 
Ben Hill, as, up to his throat in rubber boots, aud 
clad in corduroy duck, he walks upand down the 
sleeper with the impatience of one who would be 
afleld with the game, or Frank Rice, as, witha 
liver-colored pointer by his side, he sweeps the pass- 
ing landscape with his shot-gun leveled through 
the window, oradjusts to his broad shoulders the 
dip-net with which he declares he will catch some 
oranges if he cannot killany birds.

a king or a beggar seeking alms j 
ficld—with any aud all of the sons of earth, it is the 
Same venture and same chance. It is God’s 
mercy that he lights the heart with hope, even 
while the seeds of failure have taken root in the 
future, and disappointment is vailed by buta 
day. In the meantime the ladiesand the children of 
our party have set their faces resolutely to the 
sunshine. Ben Hill has girded his boots yet more 
tightly about his loins and let out another reef of 
@eorduroy. Frank Rices gray eyes closely follow 
the barrel of his gun asit menaces every hamlet on 
the wayside, and the writer reads over once again 
the guarantee that his cartridges are compounded 
by the same receipt that makes Judge Hillyer’s 
so deadly. 

The trainon which we are ridingis filled with 
consumptives seeking a new lease of life in the 
tropics. They are in all the cars and traveling un- 
der all conditions. In the second-rate cars you see 
here and there an invalid too poor to afford a 
sleeper, crowded and hemmed in, his pale face 
made still paler, and his weak lungs irritated con- 
Stantly.as he breathes the heavy air,made foul with 
smoke and dirt. He istraveling alone—tottering 
aboutthe car and waiting on himself—shouldered 
this way and that—getsing little sympathy or kind- 
ness, reeling at lastinto the worst corner of the 
ear because he is too weak to contend for the best 
one. [i the sleepers you sce the rich dnvaiid,reclin- 
ing upon soft pillows, surrounded by friends who 
minister to every wantand answer every wish be- 
fore it is spoken—wealth, hastening to console 
where it canmot relieve and brighten the ap- 
proaches to a death it cannot avert. , 

There are all sorts of parties on the train. Here 
isa worn, weary looking wife, with love in her pa- 
tient eyes, ministering to her husband, whose 
hectic flush tells too plainly that her labors are 
nearly ended. There a father, with a brood of 
children, are gathered about a dying mother,whose 
sweet smile and loving words, even impending 
death cannot stillor subdue. Yonder is a father 
and mother watchingason, and reading in each 
other’s anxious looks the truth that either is afraid 
tospeak. An interesting pair is a father, on whose 
life this dread disease has fastened itself, traveling 
alone with his boy—a chubby youngster of ten 
years, surrendered possibly by a mother to watch 
overa life that is precious toher, but that she 
cannot follow. Right across the car from me is one 
of the most touching figures inthe car. A young 
woman of perhaps thirty years—with plain,resolute 
face—alone. She wears that indescribable air of 
reserve and sadness that invests all women who 
have lived their iives apart. She is dressed 
plainly and her well worn habit tells 
of privation and struggle. Sheis probably a teach- 
er, who, walking to and from her work in some 
bleak New England. village, thinly clad and illy 
protected, the winds and stomms of winter whipped 
into henslender form the seeds of disease. She has 
remained at her post too long—so long that death 
has already set its seal on her cheeks, and looks 
gaunt and inexorable out of her great clear eyes. 
It was probably poverty that kept her there—proba- 
bly the demandsof amotheror a sister wpon her 
small resources pinched them so that they pinned 
her to her martyrdom. And now at last, on the 
aavings of many years, the price of her life, she 
comes to find balm and healing in the south. There 
is despair in her face, but there is no trouble there. 
Her great eyes are cloudless—her thin lips are 
peacefully closed—her brow is calm, and there is 
gentle resignation in every feature. Perhaps she 
looks with little regret to the end of a life that has 
been hard and laborious and lonely, and feels that 
God will give her at last the rest and peace so long 
denied her. Just beyond her there is a strong man, 
chafing uneasily in the thrall of disease. His face 
‘isknotted with suffering and dread. His wealth, 
his strength, his resources—none of these give 
him the peace and content that has come 
to this frail and slender girl. Truly, there is no 
power like the consciousness of a life well spent, @

South Pittsburg isa 
thriving town, settled by English capital, and 
among the largest iron works in the south. Its in- 
corporation byjthe Tennessee coal, iron and railroad 
company makes the latter one of the very largest 
iron and coal propertiesin the south—much the 
largest in all the southern states.

property. The change in ownership puta 
syndicate of American capitalists in control, 
the leading members of which are N. Baxter. 
A. M. Shock and Cherry, O'Connor & Co., of 
Nashville; John Inman, of New York. and 
leading officials of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad. Besides the three furnaces 
already built, another will be constructed in- 
creasing the producing capacity of the com- 
bination to over one hundred thousand tons 
annually.

THE COTTON CROP. 


Report of the National Exchange. 

New Or.eans, January 13.—The statement 
of the national cotton exchange for four 
months, ending December 3ist, issued to day, 
shows receipts at the delivery ports of 3,246,- 
S14 bales, deficit, compared with the same 
time last year, 200,205 bales; overland by rail 
routes to mills direct, 309,978 bales, against 
257,580 last year. The northern spinners 
have taken this season 1,013,918 bales, or an 
increase over last season of 174,901 bales. Eex- 
ports to foreign ports show a decrease of $25,- 
598. bales to Great Britain, 82,788 to France, 
74,198 to the continent, and 2,135 fo channel 
ports. Canada has taken over land 19,770 
against 12,109 last year. 

The amount of the crop of 1881-82 that has 
appeared in sight at the delivery ports and 
overland points of crossing is 3,583,684 bales 
or 152.871 less than last year. The most im- 
portant feature of the statement 1s the 
addition of 103,297 bales to Virginia. The 
movement for the months over and above 
the aggregate returned. to local exchanges 
through their regular daily telegraph report. 
The error was occasioned by the omission of 
shipments via West Point, Va.

Jackson, C. J.—1. A will contained the fol- 
lowing item: ‘‘I giveand bequeath the whole 
of my estate, both real and personal, not dis- 
posed of above, tomy three sons, (naming 
them) and my daughters, (naming 
them) to be equally divided among them, i, 
e., the proceeds of all my property, none of 
which is to be sold except what personal 
property may be on hand at my death, and 
which cannot be equally distributed; and 
should any .of my children die, leaving no 
heirs, [desire that their pro rata share be 
equally divided amongst my living children 
and the grandchildren of any of my children 
that may be dead; and I desire that all of my 
real estate shall descend to my grandchildren 
after the death of my own children, and that 
no part of ny estate shallever be subject to 
pay the debts of any of my daughter's hus- 
bands :”’

Perhaps no man in the country, certainly 
no one in the south, has done more to build 
up its railway interests and place them at the 
service of the people, than has Colonel E. W. 


Cole. He was the first manager in the south 
who saw the importance of combining enough 
lines to connect the south and 
southeast with the great north- 
west. When that property had passed 
from his control, he at once organized the 
Kast Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia system, 
of which he has incorporated into paying 
lines, four bankrupt roads. Ail of this vast 
work, even to details, has been completed by 
Colonel Cole, and the labor has so exhausted 
him that heasked his board of directors to give 
hint a rest from active work for 
year that he may have timeto recuperaie.
